Canada is about in the position of a young man so 
placed—with the world before him and everyone anxious 
about his future except himself. This country is no longer 
a colony, but a nation of a new kind. Manhood has been 
reached—what next? Left to ourselves there is very little 
disposition to hastily choose the future course, but among 
us are some burning with a desire to force the issue to 
immediate settlement. 

Two speeches have been delivered recently that may be 
profitably brought into contrast—one by Mr. Justice Long- 
ley in Halifax and the other by Professor Stephen Lea- 
cock in Toronto. The Nova Scotia judge expressed his 
belief that Canada would soon be an independent nation. 
The McGill professor declared in favor of complete, imme- 
diate and equal partnership with Great Britain, Judge 
Longley was a free-spoken man when in politics, and in 
an eloquent speech at the annual dinner of the Nova 
Scotia Mining Society last week he predicted that Canada 
would become an independent nation, and that some then 
present would live to see it. There were interruptions of 
dissent, and somebody started to sing “Rule Britannia,” 
whereupon Judge Longley resumed his seat Professor 
Leacock, in his Toronto speech, scathingly criticized the 
present position of Canada; denounced it as a position 
that could not continue; said that we should pay our foot 
ing, throw off the colonial status and enter into full part 
nership with Great Britain As he was addressing the 
Empire Club, he was, of course, roundly cheered, and his 
speech has been published in pamphlet form 

Perhaps, if the subject is to be forced on popular con- 
sideration, it would be well to have Judge Longley’s speech 
issued in pamphlet form also. The future is big with in- 
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terest for us all, and if we must discuss it, there will need 
to be a frank, free and general debate, “It is rather dis 
turbing to say the least,’ says a local critic of Judge 
Longley’s speech, “to have a Superior Court judge giving 
voice to such sentiments.” Comments of this nature will, 
of course, go out of fashion and become meaningless when 
the nation is compelled to face the question of its destiny.

VERYONE who had anything to do with public life 

in Ottawa during the early years of the present 
Liberal regime knew Mr. Clem Burns, and whoever knew 
him soon learned to like him. In the whole Civil Service 
there was not a more clever young man, or one more 
genial and popular. During those years he was Private 
Secretary to the Hon. W. S. Fielding, Minister of Fi- 
nance, no minister ever had a secretary more capable 
or more faithful. Like his master he had the faculty of 
turning off a great amount of work and it was always 
done with neatness and despatch. 

Mr. Burns came from Halifax where he was a young 
barrister, when Mr. Fielding invited him to enter official 
life. After several years of efficient service he went 
to the Yukon and took a fine position in the Territorial 
Government. He holds that position to-day. Last week 
he passed through Montreal on his way from London, 
Eng. to Dawson City. While there he met several old 
friends—he is one of those men who are always meeting 
friends—and one of the things he talked about was the 
desire of the British public for reliable information res- 
pecting Canada and the opportunities it offered to home- 
seekers and those wishing to make a new start in life. 
At the request of the editor of the London Daily Mail 
he wrote a short article on Canadian opportunities and 
published with his name and address. Within 
twenty-four hours after its publication Mr. Burns said 
he received more than one hundred letters from people 
residing in London, asking for information respecting 
Canada and for advice as to their coming out to this 
country. And next day similar letters poured in upon 
him from provincial towns and the rural parts. All this 
showed how large a place Canada now occupies in the 
mind of the British people.

OOKING down on the House of Commons at work 

with its two hundred odd members gathered from the 
four corners of the Dominion, and belonging to the var- 
ious classes and races composing our population, a spec- 
tator would scarcely select Mr. Geo. W. Fowler, of King’s 
and Albert, N. B., as the embodiment of parliamentary 
amiability and fine feeling; and if one made such a selec- 
tion he would find after listening a day or two to the de- 
bates that he had made a mistake. Mr. Fowler’s face is 
certainly a strong one, there is much determination in 
it, great will power and keen intelligence, but withal it is 
the face of a man who makes his way by means of stren- 
uous pushfulness rather than by conciliation and sunny 
smiles. When he is on his feet in the House everything 
about the man suggests that he is the adversary of some 
one. “Belligerent” is stamped all over him, on every- 
thing he says or does. His whole attitude is that of a 
fighter. His gestures are always emphatic and there is a 
good deal of the clinched fist and swinging arm about 
them. His tone, when not taunting, is defiant and he 
rings out what he has to say with a clearness that leaves 
no doubt as to his meaning. Mr. Fowler belongs to that 
class commonly known as “born fighters.” His ability in 
this direction has had during the present session pretty 
full scope. 

The general elections of 1900 gave Mr. Fowler a seat 
in the House of Commons. He won it by a majority of 
183, and four years later he held it by a majority of 359. 
The constituency seems to be pretty safe for the sitting 
member. Col. Domville, now in the Senate, represented 
it during four Parliaments and it was there that the Hon. 
Geo. E. Foster won his first victory in 1882, when he was 
elected as an Independent Conservative. He was also 
returned in 1887 and in 1891. 

Before coming up to Ottawa Mr. Fowler had sat for 
King’s in the New Brunswick Legislature, so that he en- 
tered the federal arena with a good preliminary training 
apart from that which he received in the law courts.

AMES J. HILL, who has just resigned the presidency 
of the Great Northern Railroad, and who is com-

\nother subject of comment was due to the governor 
issuing an order that the names of all civil authorities, 
who were not at their posts of business after the earth- 
quake and during the immediate days following, were to 
be reported to him. The general opinion was that this 
order was issued so that the missing civil officers should 
be reprimanded and that, such being the case, it was not 
only uncalled for but showed a grim disregard for the

Then came the alarming news that the governor had 
refused to avail the city of the help offered by Rear Ad- 
miral Davis, the representative of the United States. 

One would naturally expect 
that the people, not knowing the conditions of the re- 
fusal, but realizing the calamity of Kingston and greatly 
exaggerating the miseries of it, felt deeply the refusal 
much needed, and as a consequence they 
entertained a proportionate disrespect for the governor. 
From a humane standpoint, the people of the island cen- 
sured the governor strongly for not having been more 
courteous and for not accepting the assistance offered. 
Tfowever, when the matter was aired by the papers, there 
were two factions: one which upheld the governor, one 
was glad to see that he had enough backbone to say 
what he thought and to do it; although it appreciated the 
goodwill of the Americans yet criticised the method in

It is a deplorable fact that those least able to care for 
and bring up children are those usually having the largest 
families. Among the poor there is no question of race 
suicide. If there is any section of society which is doing 
more than its share in perpetuating the race it is that 
section called by General Booth the Submerged Tenth 
For some reason or other the well-to-do and intelligent 
classes shirk their natural duties to the state and leave 


the rearing of future generations to the ignorant, the in 
competent and the depraved. 


But if the birthrate among the lower orders is high 
so also is the death-rate. In the congested areas of our 
cities one-fifth of all the children born die before thev 
are five years old, and only one-half of them grow up 
to be men and women. At first sight these facts are 
appalling, but when one inquires into the conditions un 
der which the children of the poor are brought up. and 
observes the terrible neglect which they sometimes suffer 
one is forced to wonder that so many of them after all 
survive, 

A few weeks spent among the unfortunate classes 
would reveal the root causes of crime and disease. Com 
ing into touch with the actual conditions under which a 
large percentage of the rising generation are spending 
the formative years of their lives makes an impression 
on one’s mind which is not easily forgotten. Only in 
this way does one get an insight into the forces which 
are operating to fill our jails and reformatories and in- 
sane asylums to overflowing. 

Among the children of the poor there are those who 
are as well looked after as any children in the land, but 
it is to be feared that the greater number of them do not 
receive that care and training in early life which is es 
sential to the production of healthy and intelligent men 
and women. It is true that the poor have as much affee 
tion for their offspring as those in better circumstances 
as Miss Jane Adams and other settlement workers assure 
us, but their ignorance and poverty and environment pre 
vent them giving their boys and girls as fair a start ip 
life as they should have 

It is hardly to be expected that the children of even 
the most worthy poor should develop the best that is with

There is no marriage 
ceremony performed, but whenever a 
Huskie trades a wife and receives an- 
other man’s wife in exchange, they 
have a great feast and indulge in all 
kinds of dancing, which is very amus- 
x to look at. Very often a woman 
traded for a dog. 
In the winter the Huskies live in 
igloos, or snow houses. These houses 
are heated by burning seal oil lamps, 
and they never have a fire inside the 
igloos. The cooking is all done over 
an open fire outside in the open. 

The country north of Fort Simpson 
has never been prospected to my 
knowledge. In fact the only white men 
I saw during my experience were the 
American whalers and one Hudson 
Bay trader at Fort Macpherson. i.x 
plorers have passed down the Mac- 
kenzie to the ocean in search for the 
north pole, but they have never stop- 
ped very long at Herschel. There are 
two graves on Herschel of two men of 
Franklin’s expedition, who died there. 
Their names are Henderson and Mac- 
Donell.

load of wood, and were caught in a 
blizzard and frozen to death. A search 
party was sent out, but returned to 
the ship, as it could not endure the 
fierce blizzard and the force of the 
wind. The bodies of the two unfor- 
tunate men were found next morning. 

With reference to the minerals of 
the northern country, I know of a 
coal deposit on the Peel, the coal of 
which burns just like paraffin oil. 
Nearly the whole of that country is 
well mineralized, and all it needs is 
for some one to go and_ prospect. 
Moose, caribou, deer and mountain 
sheep are there galore, and the rivers 
are full of fish, including white fish 
and king salmon. 

.We left Fort Macpherson with 
three dog teams on the 14th of Janu- 
ary, and arrived in Dawson on the 
sixth of March, a distance of five hun- 
dred and eighty-two miles. The party 
from Dawson was in charge of Con- 
stable Mapley, and we were accom- 
panied part of the way by Captain 
Mogg and Captain Amundsen, the 
man who has just made the North- 
west passage. 

My own wish is that I could make 
the same trip again, with plenty of 
time to loiter on the way. and do a 
little prospecting for myself. I know 
there’s gold there, and maybe other 
valuable minerals.
